Browns Paint International Steer Show Black

It’s Saturday morning, November 26th, 
1938. The eyes of the junior feeding con- 
testants of an entire nation are fastened 
upon the big white gates at the Northwest 
corner of the arena, where history is again 
to be made. Gently and at an early hour 
they swing open to receive the first class 
of baby beeves—the show is on, 
it’s a fight to the finish. Robed -—. 
in white and waiting is a strang- 
er—Mr. William J. Cumber, of 
Theale, Berkshire, England, who 
is to select the 1938 Internation- 
al grand champion in the Junior 
Feeding Contest as well as in 
the open steer classes—the lads 
and lassies at the halters, and 
the parents and friends in the 
seats and along the rail wonder- 
ed—what would this stranger 
demand? How would he work? 
Would he know his business? 
And, perhaps thousands of oth- 
er uncertainties flitted through 
their minds. 

The first string of bullocks 
pulled in along the rail. The 
gentleman in white moved slow- 
ly forward, surveyed the string 
leisurely, and proceeded with 
masterful precision with his 
selection. Upon making the 
first round everybody settled 
back in ease for here was a 
judge who evidently knew a beast when he 
saw one and proposed to exercise his best 
judgment. All in all the work of Mr. Wil- 
liam J. Cumber was splendid. He wanted 
meat, the right kind of meat, and in the 
right place. To say that he in turn was 
amazed at the great numbers of calves in 
each of the classes as well as the superb 
quality throughout, is putting it mildly. Mr. 
Cumber was more than pleased with this 
voluminous exhibition and freely so stated 
to those in the arena. 

The Shorthorns and the Herefords were 
there in force and their backers had spared 
no pains in their endeavors to bring forward 
something that would displace the Bonnie 
Blacks, but there was no chance, not a ghost 
of achance. The sponsors of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed had seen to it early that the 
boys and girls should have good calves and 
plenty of them, and the youngsters came 
through with flying colors. For the first 
time in the history of the International a 
girl showed her calf through not only to the 

Junior grand championship but stayed right 
in and pitched till the last shoe had been 
cast, making a ringer the last toss, when

her superb bullock was awarded the most 
coveted prize of all—the grand champion- 

ship over all breeds and all weights 
Seores of Aberdeen-Angus bullocks, any 
one of which would have looked well at the 
head of his class in most any strong show, 
were given the gate at the end of the first 
walk, simply because there were 


-=—==spee-ee more top calibre calves than po- 


sitions to be filled. When the 
junior show had finished two 
young ladies remained in the 
arena to receive congratulations 
on their successes. They were 
Miss Irene Brown of Aledo, Illi- 
nois, holding the strap attached 
to the grand champion Mercer 
2d, and Miss Edna Mae Brown, 
of Miami, Oklahoma, holding 
her calf which had been the 
runnerup in the finals, and was 
awarded the reserve grand 
championship. So when the 
Browns come to town they simp- 
ly painted the village black. 
And the finest thing about it all 
was that this pair of young la- 
dies made a most formidable 
team in the grand finals, in the 
open classes, where they elimin- 
ated one by one every other con- 
testant until as the curtain went 
down they stood in the same 
unbeaten position in the open 
classes with all breeds competing. A pair 
of club girls bearing the same name, but 
no kin, and hailing from widely separated 
homes, had cleaned the 1938 International 
platter for the first 
time in the history of 
that greatest of all 
exhibitions. These two 
fine Aberdeen-Angus 
calves were the ad- 
miration of the entire 
coterie of exhibitors, 
regardless of color. It 
was out in the yards 
on the following Fri- 
day morning that 
Mercer brought great 
joy to his owner, 
when Mr. Horace Mill- 
hone representing the 
Firestone Tire and 
Rubber Company, of 
Akron, Ohio, purchas-

Roy G. Johnston did the selling of the 269 
head of Junior Feeding Contest calves and

1938 International Breed’s Largest American Show to Date

What a show! Whoever dares say that 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle are not 
fast forging ahead in type and quality, sure- 
ly was not sitting upon the seats at the 
1938 International when the greatest of all 
Aberdeen-Angus showings of breeding cat- 
tle passed in review before Judge Blizzard 
of the Oklahoma A. & M. College at Still- 
water, expert judge, fitter, show and cattle 
man. The 1938 show exceeded in numbers 
any collection of Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
cattle ever assembled in America. The east 
side of the big cattle barn was filled to 
overflowing with one of the finest strings 
of quality cattle ever to grace those stalls. 
Again the showing was of International 
scope and the individual herds came from 
far and near. No longer does any particu- 
lar section of this country hold a rigid claim 
tu superiority at this, the last court of ap- 
peals. Champions at leading shows through- 
out the nation again met and vied for top 
places. Not infrequently did individual ani- 
mals, crowned not only once but upon many 
occasions during the past two years, give 
ground and resume quietly a position down 
the line, frequently several places down 
stream. All this but indi- 
cates the steady forward 
march and reminds the 
breed enthusiast that at last 
his fondest dreams are be- 
ing realized—a wide distri- 
bution of top cattle. Never 
in the history of the breed 
in America was our cattle 
in stronger hands. Never 
were more men interested 
in the breeding business 
and endeavoring to produce 
cattle of the highest order, 
and never was better 
sportsmanship dis played 
than at the 1938 Chicago 
International, the show of 
all shows, so ably managed 
by the genial Barney Heide. 

It was the writer’s privi- 
lege, and we deem it a great 


privilege, to remain in the judging arena 
throughout the show and circulate around 
amongst the cattle as they were led into 
the ring and assumed their positions along 
the rail before the judge would commence 
his work. On the ground, level with the 
cattle, gave us a fine opportunity to observe 
every minute detail, and it is our candid 
opinion that the display of type and quality 
far exceeded any previous exhibition at Chi- 
cago. 

Honors went every which way in so far 
as geographical location of the honored 
herds were concerned for no herd was with- 
out its outstanding individuals. Many of 
the top placings were close, very close, so 
close that they required careful considera- 
tion of minor details frequently to deter- 
mine which entry should go up. However 
when the show was all over and the ribbons 
had been hung, no one could justly say that 
Prof. Blizzard had not done well a very dif- 
ficult job. Frequently as he returned from 
a class Judge Blizzard was heard to remark 
“that was another tough one.” And, judging 
from the expression on his face that is ex- 
actly how he felt about it. 


Sam Fullerton’s Black Peer

a two year old. It was he who went ‘to the 
head of a class of fourteen two year 4 
bulls the likes of which is seldom seen “a .

He held favor with Jules 
Blizzard as well as the ring side and = 
later elevated to the position of senior 
champion bull which position was followed 
by making him the grand champion bull of 
the show. Thus he became eligible to adorn 
today’s frontispiece of the Journal, Look 
him over, he’ll speak for himself. This 
makes the third time in recent years that 
Sunbeam Farms, of Miami, Oklahoma has 
led a grand champion bull out of the Inter. 
national arena. The tops in all the classes 
were outstanding and no one can foretel] 
what is in store for 1939—except that the 
winner will be a great bull, filled with the 
perfection and refinement that will be re- 
quired for this exalted position. There js 
plenty of material on the way. 

As is always the case, when the great 
stately matrons and the younger misses 
struted into the arena to as- 
sume the positions desig- 
nated by Judge Blizzard, 
frequently and on_ every 
hand did we gather this re- 
mark: “What a bull show 
we have just experienced; 
but, oh what a beautiful 
string of females. They are 
always sweeter than the 
bulls.” Maybe so. In fact 
it is so. These beautiful 
things are to furnish the 
back bone of our breed in 
the future, they and others 
of their kind that have been 
denied the privilege of com- 
ing to Chicago. This re-

She was the first prize two 
year old cow and the senior yearling cham- 
pion. Tolan also brought his junior year- 
ling bull Eileenmere 191st to the head of a 
strong class, defeating champions at other 
shows, and he went along to the junior 
championship for pulls. He also captured 
the group of ten head. h 
Ames Plantation came forward with a 
sweet little miss in the summer yearling 
class that experienced little difficulty de- 
feating all comers, and there were twenty- 
six in her class, not alone in her class but 
she rounded out the day by making the jun- 
ior championship honors. ; ; 
Special mention might easily, and quite 
properly, be made of a vast majority of the 
tops, for in many of the clas- 
ses did the tops run down the 
line to very near the finish of 
the string. On several occa- 
sions new exhibitors were 
found in the lower brackets 
simple because they were not 
sufficiently experienced to 
know that their cattle must be 
in top condition in order to 
make a rating in this show. 
These same exhibitors will be 
back and they will not be 
caught in the same trap. All 
in all, let it be said that the 
1938 International Aberdeen- 
Angus show did great honor to 
the breed and the men and 
women who showed them as 
well as the men at the halters, 
for after all these are the lads 
who live with the cattle and 
attend their every whim. We’re 
on the way, gentlemen, to fin- 
er and better things. Follow-

My father was in the employ- 
ment of Mr. Whyte for the long period of 
forty years. During those years Hayston- 
bred cattle were exported all over the world 
and many became champions at the more 
important exhibitions. Mr. Whyte always 
saw to it that the Edwards boys had a thor- 
ough training in the feeding and manage- 
ment of all kinds of live stock, as the farm 
was always heavily stocked with cattle, 
sheep and horses. Regarded as one of the 
best judges in Britain, Mr. Whyte has also 
judged abroad, he was invited to judge the 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle, at the In- 
ternational, Chicago, several years ago but 
on account of poor health, at the time, did 
not accept the invitation. Mr. Barclay, 
through his untiring efforts to bolster the 
breed, has earned for himself heaps of 
praise from all lovers of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. He is one of the best informed men 
on Aberdeen-Angus cattle, not only in Brit- 
ain but other countries as well. As an illus- 
tration he was just as well posted on the 
pedigrees of the Congdon & Battles sale 
cattle and was just as eager and happy at 
the outcome of the sale as anyone in the 
United States.

Donald judged the 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle at Chicago 
in 1921 and 1930. Permo’s get both pure 
bred and cross have been winning every- 
where. I saw three two-year-old steers, 
two cross breds and one pure bred, by Per- 
mo the best of their age I have seen in 
many years. I am anxious to know how 
they come out at the Scottish National and 
Smithfield fat stock shows. Now still more 
interesting is the fact that the breeders of 
the two cross breds own only one cow each, 
two small farmers, neighbors to Mr. Allan. 
Donald was kind enough to breed the fam- 
ily cow to Permo. The two crosses, Blue 
Prince and Sandy, are owned by the Doune- 
side Trustees, Tarland, and Lord Forteviot, 
The pure bred Permo was

Following the International Live Stock Exposition, Sam 
O’Sullivan, manager for Mr. Walter S. Fox in the operation of his 
Highlands farm at Round Hill, Virginia, made a trip to Atlantic, 
Iowa. His purpose was to see the females that were for sale at 
Wayland Hopley Farms, and to buy them if they suited. 

It wasn’t Sam’s first visit to the Hopley herd, nor do we think 
it will be the last, for there’s always something to see there and 
plenty of good cattle business to watch. It may be the best trip 
he ever makes though for he secured thirty-six heifers, some year- 
lings ready to breed, others heifer calves that have the same kind 
of quality that one would expect from Quality Marshall 3d or his 
sons and grandsons. 

Highlands, as some of you perhaps have read, is a new farm, 
that is, new from the standpoint of ownership by Mr. Fox. New, 
too, as concerns the breeding of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
Last month or six weeks ago, Manager O’Sullivan selected ten 
females and a young bull from the Andelot herd at Worton, Mary- 
land. With the additions made now from the lowa firm, Highlands 
should have a very iine founuation, the kind that anyone knowing 
Sam would expect him to select. Numbers have always meant a lot 
less to Sam than quality of the individuals. Breeding has been 
important only when and if the individuality meets his approval. 
But, he found both quality and numbers and was quick to take ad- 
vantage of the situation. In fact, after happening in at Wayland 
Hopley’s the other day and seeing these heiiers, | wonder if Way- 
land’s friendship for Sam wasn’t responsible for permitting Sam 
such wholesale selection of top cattle as was the case. in fact, we 
saw a few heifers than would stand quite a lot of ieed, but a:ter 
having it would make some show heifers look to their laurels.

or, How an Old Timer Feels on the Side Lines

write an article on how it felt 
to you to attend the International without 
a show herd?” was the question put to me 
by Mr. Gay Quammen of the Aberdeen-

with me at lunch in the Saddle & Sirloin 
Club the last day of the show. I agreed, 
and have selected the above title because 
it seems to me that it describes my feelings

lished it in such a pleasing and satisfactory 
manner. Elsewhere in this Journal the 
story of our breed’s complete triumph in 
the inter-breed contests of the show will be 
told, but I do want to add this comment— 
that the entire Aberdeen-Angus fraternity 
owes a debt of gratitude to Irene Brown, 
A. H. Schmidt, Edna May Brown, the Okla- 
homa A. & M. College, and the many other 
exhibitors in the fat cattle division for 

carrying the banner of Aber- 


expressing them. Having 
<n the distinction of hav- 
ing exhibited continuously at 
the International more times 
than any other exhibitor in any 
division—as I made my first 
show there as a young boy in 
1906 and have not missed a year 
since until 1938—my _ readers 
can readily appreciate how out 
of the picture I felt there this 
year. Despite this, however, I 
did enjoy the show tremendous- 
ly and got a lot out of it even 
though I did not have an oppor- 
tunity to win any honors in the 
show ring as in former years. 
Most of all I enjoyed meeting 
hundreds of friends from—it 
seemed—almost everywhere, 
some of whom jokingly referred 
to my apparently poor horse- 


deen-Angus supremacy in the 
beef world to still greater 
heights. My congratulations 
to all of them. 

Then the show of Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding cattle— 
wasn’t it marvelous? And 
how I longed to have a part 
in it. I felt very much out 
of place standing at the ring- 
side instead of being inside 
at the end of a halter as I 
have been for so many years 
past. All of my old competi- 
tors seemed to be there— 
friendly competitors. At least 
I always felt that way about 
them. There were some new 
exhibitors, too, which is as 
it should be for the old timers 
must continually be rein- 
forced by new blood if our 


manship having read of the ac- 
cident last September from 
which I am still convalescing. 
But they all seemed glad that 
I was able to be around again and it cer- 
tainly seemed good to me to see so many of 
them. 

Then there were the pone victories of my 
beloved breed—unparalleled successes, real- 
ly—and these surely had a oe. influ- 
ence, too. I arrived at Chicago on Monday 
of show week from Los Angeles so I there- 
fore missed seeing one of the events which 
has always interested me most—the judging 
of the boys and girls steers on Saturday, 
the opening day. Before reaching Chicago, 
though, I was aware of the outcome of this 
contest. The first thing I noticed when 1 
started to read a Salt Lake City paper 
which I purchased on the train Sunday 
morning was a picture of a young girl at 
the halter of an Aberdeen-Angus steer 
which was described as the grand champion 
of the club division of the International 
Show at Chicago. I can’t tell just why but 
somehow I had the feeling then that this 
girl would take her steer through to the 
final grand championship of the entire show 
and, sure enough, she did! As one of thous- 
ands of admiring spectators I sat in the 
members box at the east end of the Interna- 
tional Arena three days later and watched 
Irene Brown eliminate her competitors step 
by step until she had annexed the most 
coveted prize of the American show ring! 
And the honor was all the greater because 
it was the first time in International history 
that this feat had been accomplished by a 
girl. In the light of this, who is there to 
(discredit Irene Brown’s statement that 
“girls can do anything boys can”. 

_ I greatly enjoyed watching the English 
judge, Mr. Cumber, systematically and com- 
petently sift his unusually large classes in 
the oren steer division until his placings 
suited him. He had a very difficult job and 
it is greatly to his credit that he accomp- 
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breed is to maintain its pre- 
sent unapproached progress 
toward universal popularity. 
In connection with this, I sometimes wonder 
if the rank and file of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders appreciate the all important part 
the showman plays in keeping our breed 
before the public and thus expanding its 
influence? How long would it be before 
we would be trailing instead of leading the 
procession of general live stock improve- 
ment if our exhibitors should all stay at 
home. I don’t know how I can better illus- 
trate this point than by quoting a remark 
made to me during the show by a west 
coast newspaper man who had made the 
trip from Los Angeles with me to see the 
International Show for the first time. As 
we were watching the judging of several 
of the classes of great Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle he said to me. “Now I can 
readily understand why you have so often 
told me that Aberdeen-Angus are fast be- 
coming the most popular beef breed of 
America”. 

Because of not showing a herd I did have 
an opportunity to look around more than in 
former years and as a result saw some 
things which I had seldom or never seen be- 
fore while attending the show. One of 
these was the auctioning of the grand cham- 
pion steer and the grand champion carload. 
Quite a spectacular show was made of the 
former with news cameras and a national 
radio hook-up to give the event nation-wide 
publicity. It was really a worthwhile show 
in itself and no doubt has resulted by this 
time in publicity of incalculable value to the 
breed. There is, to my mind, another angle 
to the wide publicity given this event both 
by the press and the radio facilities of the 
world which is that there is a live stock con- 
sciousness in evidence throughout the land 
today such as has never been witnessed be- 
fore. The importance of agriculture in the 
well being of the nation as a whole is now 


quite generally recognized by all classes and 
agriculture in its most attractive form and 
its most permanent aspect is based on some 
form of live stock. Soon the future of this 
great industry is going to be in the hands of 
the boys and girls who are exhibiting in the 
club divisions of shows all over America to- 
day. They are a wholesome, healthy lot of 
young citizens and I, for one, have absolute 
faith in their keeping our country going for- 
ward morally, economically, and Pe Be I 
ain not surprised that Mr. Cumber, the Eng- 
lish judge, spoke so complimentarily of the 
work being done by the young people of this 
country in live stock improvement, and that 
he said he was going to try, upon his return 
to England, to get this sort of a program 
under way over there. 

These rosy cheeked, bright eyed young- 
sters from the country surely make a favor- 
able impression when they land in large 
enumbers in a big city like Chicago. I hap- 
pened to walk into the lobby of one of 
Chicago’s great hotels—one which is rated 
as the largest hotel in the world—quite 
early one morning when the enormous lobby 
was filled almost to overflowing with these 
club boys and girls who were evidently be- 
ing entertained there. I overheard a num- 
ber of people make the remark there that 
these young people looked so much healthier 
and happier than the general run of city 
boys and girls. Yes, I think the future of 
America is going to be safe in their hands. 

Not so many years ago one of the most 
exciting but also to many of us, the most 
dreaded events, of International week was 
the annual meeting of our association. Our 
ranks were split into two warring factions 
much to the detriment of our breed. How 
different was our meeting this year which 
I attended as usual! After a delicious steak 
dinner and an inspiring address by Mr. 
Cable, President of Armour & Company, a 
short business meeting of a constructive na- 
ture was held and adjourned at an early 
hour. I can recail some of the stormy meet- 
ings of the past that lasted until five o’clock 
in the morning. So in the direction of har- 
mony our breed is also definitely making 
progress. 

It was a pleasure to have a nice visit 
with Mr. Heide who, although just recover- 
ing from a serious auto accident, was on 
hand as usual to see that everything went 
as it should. Mr. Heide has directed the 
destinies of the International shows almost 
from their very beginning and I don’t know 
what greater testimonial could be given to 
- ability that the magnitude of the 1938 
show. 

And Stanley Pierce was there, watching 
the showing for the grand champion steer. 
I wondered at the time what thoughts were 
passing through his mind as he must have 
recalled how as a slender young farm boy 
in 1900 he exhibited “Advance” the first 
grand champion steer of the first Interna- 
tional Show! It was this winning by an 
Aberdeen-Angus which caused the name of 
America’s junior beef breed to sweep across 
the country like wildfire—a fire which has 
never since been subdued. Yes, Mr. Pierce, 
you had good reason to feel proud of that 
achievement as you watched another Aber- 
deen-Angus win the same honor this year. 
The show was bigger and better this year 
than it was in 1900 but what you did then 
had a lot to do with making it so.

One of the newest herds of quality Aber- 
deen-Angus to be established in the East 
has just been started at Killbuck Farms, 
West Salem, Ohio. Killbuck Farms is own- 
ed by Mr. Thomas Grasselli and managed 
by Mr. Milton E. Miller. The farm, com- 
prising approximately 600 acres, lies along 
the Killbuck River a few miles north from 
Wooster, Ohio. Killbuck Farms is ideally 
adapted for pure bred live stock. The main 
road going almost through the center of 
the farm divides it naturally into pasture 
and crop lands. On the right of the road is 
the more rolling land, which we understand 
will all be used for pasture.

Milton graduated from 
Penn State College and went immediately 
from there to work for a time at Briarcliff 
Farms in the steer feeding end. He then 
went to Canterbury Farms on the establish- 
ment of their Aberdeen-Angus herd, where 
he assumed management of that large 
enterprise. While at Canterbury Farms 
Mr. Miller managed a herd running into 
several hundred head. His successful man- 
agement of Ganterbury Farms is attested 
by the splendid cattle that have come from 
that place. Mr. Miller is well known in 
Aberdeen-Angus circles throughout the 
East and is looked on as one of the most 
promising young men having to do with the 
breeding of better live stock. Here at Kill- 
buck we have a beautiful farm, specially 
adapted for live stock, a manager who has 
the enthusiasm, the interest and the am- 
bition to go on and do great things. Here 
is a combination that can’t help but succeed. 


Foreword: Since we have as yet been un- 
able to find the time to visit Killbuck Farms 
at West Salem, Ohio, and realized that here 
was a new herd that was being established 
with high quality breeding stock, we wrote 
and asked Mr. W. Alan McGregor, of Andelot 
Stock Farms, to write the story for us. Mr. 
McGregor has been at Killbuck Farms, knows 
the lay of the land and knows the foundation 
cattle. We are grateful to him for sending 
~ story to us in time for this issue. Thanks. 
—Gay. 


Associated with Mr. Miller is Jack Low, 
that well known feeder and showman who is 
famous throughout the East for the cattle 
that he has brought out. Jack will be look- 
ing after the details of feeding and manage- 
ment of the herd under Mr. Miller and here 
is a combination that is hard to beat. Jack 
had considerable to do with the selection 
of the foundation herd and we feel sure that 
it will not be long before we will see him 
out with Killbuck’s young stuff at the lead- 
ing shows. 

The first cattle to go to Killbuck were 
selected at Andelot Stock Farms at Worton, 
Maryland. The selection was _ carefully 
made, with due regard given to both pedi- 
gree and individuality. After careful study, 
nineteen heifers and a bull were selected 
and shipped to Killbuck last week. In our 
opinion, this is one of the best groups of 
foundation breeding material that has ever 
left the state of Maryland. 

Both Mr. Miller and Jack Low are stick- 
lers for a real herd bull. A great deal of 
time and care was exercised in the selection 
of the first bull to head the Killbuck herd. 
Finally the selection was made—Prince 
Andelot—a summer yearling bull who was 
shown by Andelot with great success this 
summer. Prince Andelot is sired by Gen- 
eral of Ada, the bull at the head of the 
Lofgren-McGregor Stock Farms herd at 
Ada, Minnesota. His dam is sired by Revo- 
lution Blackeap, the great old herd sire of 
Andelot. This combination of blood, just

The heifers selected were sired by such 
well known bulls as Glencarnock Buxton 
one of the main bulls at Andelot; General 
of Ada; Elden Boy, a great son of Bell Boy 
M. K.; Blackbird Bandolier of Page 2d, a 
son of the great Blackbird Bandolier of 
Page; and Ensign of Page 18th. They are 
a group of heifers uniform in type and uni- 
form in blood lines. Nice heads, quality 
thickness and depth of body were the main 
considerations in the selection of these fe- 
males and it looks as if a great job was 
done. We saw this group just before they 
were shipped and think them to be one of 
the nicest quality groups of females we 
have seen in many a day. 

The writer had the pleasure of spending 
a day at Killbuck a short time ago. I was 
greatly impressed with the fertile lands and 
good pastures and the splendid roomy build- 
ings. It seems to me that Mr. Miller is 
starting with a farm capable of producing as 
well as any farm that I have ever seen, 
With this splendid land and equipment to- 
gether with the beautiful lot of cattle that 
are being assembled as the foundation herd, 
I see a great future for Killbuck in the 
Aberdeen-Angus business. At Killbuck I 
found an owner who is keenly interested in 
his crops and live stock. An owner who is 
ambitious to go ahead and really do a great 
job. I found a manager who is young, en- 
thusiastic and ambitious. I found splendid 
lands, buildings and equipment and a herd 
of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus second to 
none. Looking into the future, I can see 
Killbuck as taking a very prominent part in 
the upbuilding of this great breed.

Probably the best way to start this story 
would be with our entrance to Memoriai 
Hall, where we, Gay and myself, tound a 
large group of breeders and friends ready 
to sit down to the tables and partake of the 
oyster stew. It takes lots of stew to go very 
far in this group, where the county holds 
some thirty-eight farms engaged in raising 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus. 

The local president, C. S. Harvey, called 
the meeting together and the first detail 
was the reading of the last minutes by the 


. secretary, Herbert Cline, and the reading of 


communications. Among these were ietters 
from Senator H. D. Miller, newly elected 
president of the National Association, who 
was unable to attend. Professor P. S. 
Shearer and Carl Oldsen both sent their re- 
grets as other tasks were keeping them 
away. Mr. Cline then told of the accomp- 
lishments of 1938, seven meetings of the 
association, nine meetings of the executive 
committee. This past year one hundred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus baby beeves and thirty-eight 
pure bred heifers were on feed, the win- 
nings of these various individuals appear in 
the County advertisement on this page, and 
the details of the placings will be found in 
the address by Mervin L. Zeller, County 
Club Agent. 

Next was the main address given by Sec- 
retary W. H. Tomhave, Secretary of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Tomhave gave a long and very 
interesting talk, telling about the breed and 


its accomplishments from coast to coast; 
summary of the winnings of the breed at 
the international Stock Show; the advant- 
ages from feed lot to carcass; adaptability 
ot the breed to all territories and how it 
helps the breeders in the South to have 
polled cattle, where the screw worm is such 
a menace; his ideas on the future of the 
breed; and above all he commended Marion 
County for the advancement and the im- 
provement they were making in their herds.

Why J. V. Arney’s Herd is Prized so Highly

In 1905 John Arney, whose herd at Leon, 
Iowa, is noted as one of the best, took over 
the herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle that had 
been founded by his father. This herd num- 
bered around sixty head at that time and 
consisted of Blackbirds, Prides, Ericas, 
Queen Mothers and a few of the lesser 
known families, which was the case in most 
herds at that time, and not so infrequent 


now. 

John held his first auction sale in Decem- 
ber, 1907 and the top of that sale was a 
very choice Fourth Branch Blackbird heifer 


that was sold to the late P. J. Donohoe for 
$575.00. After the sale P. J. and John talk- 
ed together and P. J. advised John to get 
rid of everything that was not of the very 
best breeding and individuality. This ad- 
vice was typical of that given by this grand 
old man to many of the beginners in the 
breeding business, and John did exactly 
what was suggested, selling off all but the 
very best and keeping these for his founda- 
tion herd. 

When the Blackcap family became favor- 
ites John paid $605.00 for Blackbird Mc-

chase of the first pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
us cattle by Meier brothers and the found- 

oo of Homeland as a place to visit and see 

many real outstanding Aberdeen-Angus cat- 

tle that have a record that has grown each 
ear. 

’ 1916 marked the purchase of three cows, 
one Blackbird, one Enchantress and one 
pride. Two more years passed and a trip 
to Matt Baker’s herd resulted in the addi- 
tion of four McHenry Blackcaps. In this 
year, 1918, Homeland recorded eleven pure 
breds sired by Elmland Milo, the first herd 
sire at Homeland. The registration of these 
eleven head meant that Homeland was 
building to become one of the finest herds 
to be found in lowa. More cattle were add- 
ed, and in 1921, a Glyn Mawr Elba was pur- 
chased from Uncle Joe Harrison in Nebras- 
ka. While I have yet to hear the Meier 
brothers talk about their own progress I 
have many times heard them mention Uncle 
Joe’s name when telling about the Ericas 
in their herd. 

1922 marked a real event in the annals 
of the Aberdeen-Angus history. The Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal of this year was full of 
information concerning the sale of ninety 
some head of cattle, in fact, one issue car- 
ried the tabulation of each animal. This 
was none other than the Carpenter & Ross 
importation. This was a Scottish herd that 
purchased many top animals in the old coun- 
try and in this year sent to America these 
ninety odd head and conducted a sale to 
distribute these great cattle among Amer- 
ican breeders. Homeland was present at 
this offering on this occasion and purchased 
Imported Miss Blinky, whose name appears 
in a great many of their present pedigrees; 
British Maid of Finlarig and Elba Evelette. 
Some other Miss Burgess cattle were also 
added at this time. 

Six years passed and Meier brothers add- 
ed a pair of Juana Ericas of Stoner & Baird 
breeding. This was the year, 1928, and the 
cattle recorded in this year appeared in Vol- 
umes 37 and 38 of the herd books, they 
totaled sixty some head and the imported 
cattle had proven themselves as several reg- 
istations already traced to Blinky Burgess 
and the other imported cattle. Many bulls 
have been used during this time, since Elm- 
land Milo, sires picked to improve, if possi- 
ble, the strains found in their foundation 
herd. This list includes sires from several 
great herds in the corn belt, Blackcap Man 
a Lantz Blackcap; Ever Marshall by Earl 
Marshall, one of several Marshall bred sires 
used; Edellor of Page 8th by Ensign of 
Page; Revolution E. 3d by Revolution 84th; 
Keileenmere by Eileenmere 15th; Earl Mar- 
shall 7th by Earl Marshall; Blackecap Revo- 
lution K. by Blackcap Revolution and last 
but not least their most recent purchase in 
the Congdon & Battles dispersion sale when 
Epponian 11th of Rosemere, whose picture 
appears in their advertisement, was taken 
to Homeland to bring more championship 
blood lines to their herd.

I do not know of any Iowa breeder, or 
breeder in any other state, who has paid 
more strict attention to the choice of sires 
and foundation cattle. Last August when 
I visited Homeland “Smoke” Meier showed 
me one feed lot that contained the heifer 
calves, today he writes that he has selected 
twenty from that lot and that they are be- 
ing offered to you breeders, all open, and 
ready to mate to your sire, they carry the 
blood of the imported and carefully selected 
foundation cattle that have been mentioned. 
Here indeed is a real chance to pick up some 


foundation stock by acquiring a few of these 
long yearlings. 

Carefully selected means just that, noth- 
ing is sold from Homeland that they would 
not keep in their own herd. I mentioned 
seeing these good heifers during my visit 
but did not mention that we waited at the 
barn for the arrival of a truck that was to 
take a load of calves away. These calves 
compared favorably with many that I have 
seen in the yards of other breeders, calves 
that were being kept for sale, but these

Just a few days prior to the opening of 
the International, while every one about the 
Journal office was busy trying to get the 
December issue into the mails, along came 
Dr. C. E. Juhl, of Osage, Iowa, with the 
tabulations for his small breeding herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and a determination 
to close out the entire herd before bad win- 
ter weather set in. There were only twenty- 
four lots, including his herd bull. The cattle 
were well bred and to be sold in just ordin- 
ary pasture condition. The preliminaries 
had been arranged and the date set for 
Monday, December 5th, following the Inter- 
national. 

On Sunday afternoon a rain, with some 
snow extended over a major portion of Iowa 
and Minnesota as well as Wisconsin. The 
territory adjacent to Osage, lowa, was 
therefore covered with a thin coating of 
smooth ice which made going on the high- 
ways next to impossible. Yet, by one 
o’clock the yard about the sale pavilion was 
well filled with cars from various parts of 
Iowa, Minnesota and Wisconsin. A few 
minutes after one, Col. Guy L. Pettit, of 
Bloomfield, Iowa, a genial young cuss who 
has been trying for some time to show 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders that he could sell 
black cattle called the crowd to order and

after a few brief words proceeded with the 
selling of the cattle. Guy made a hit with 
the men on the seats and they responded 
quickly to his every request for more 
money, until the cattle had reached what 
these men considered their value on that 
occasion. It was a snappy sale. The twen- 
ty-five head which included a bull from a 
neighbor, Manley Miles, over at Riceville, 
Iowa, were gone before anyone realized that 
the sale was well under way. 

Every cow old enough had a calf at foot 
and they were attractive calves, on several 
occasions the calves were sold apart from 
their mothers and frequently out sold the 
mother. The listing below covers each lot 
selling at $100.00 or more. A number of 
the older cows were sired by Ebster Boy, a 
grandson of both Ebnor Marshal and Eston 
of Denison. A major portion of the offer- 
ing had been sired by Bar Bar Marshall 
444468, a very choice son of the show bull 
Black Marshall 21st and Barbara Mar- 
shall 3d both by old Earl Marshall. The 
calves at foot were sired by Elbervere 
495525, a Finlarig Elba son of Bell Boy M. 
K., and having for dam a granddaughter 
ot the International grand champion Black- 
cap Revolution.

At the time of the last Simon E. Lantz 
auction sale the breeders of that territory 
decided to organize into a group to be 
known as the Central Illinois Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders Association. This organi- 
zation has been made and they have claim- 
ed the date of May 28d for their first pub- 
lic auction. P 

It seems queer to speak of any group’s 
first auction when all the time we know 
that the members of that group have been 
selling their cattle by public auction for 
several years. The Lantz auction sales 
made it possible for many of the neighbor- 
ing breeders to consign cattle to this sale, 
and for the last few years the sale has not 
been called the Lantz sale, but has been 
advertised as the Lantz and Neighbors auc- 
tion. 

Senator Lantz was responsible for the 
large number of herds in his district, for it 
was through his efforts that the majority 


of the new breeders took hold and started 
in the business of raising registered Aber- 
deen-Angus.

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The Tops are in ‘Utretnia

There is something to habit, and especial- 
ly, when that habit concerns the enjoyment 
of owning and breeding the better kind of 
pure bred live stock. That something was 
again evident at the International sale. 
Quite frequently in recent years we have 
seen Colonel James B. Dillard, owner of 
Winton Farm at Clifford, Virginia, sit in an 
auction and select the tops. We have taken 
a few bids from him, and our experience 
has been that when an ani- 
mal meets the require- 
ments for individuality, 
type, and breeding that he 
has set up, that female 
usually goes to his Vir- 
ginia herd. We know that 
it isn’t the desire to pay 
high prices, nor to get the 
following publicity that 
goes with purchasing tops, 
that causes Colonel Dil- 
lard to buy the good ones. 
No, it is something much 
deeper, more vital than 
that. We think we know 
something about Colonel 
Dillard’s plans in the op- 
eration of his herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus. 

First he wishes and has 
reason to expect to build 
an outstanding herd. 
Every purchase that he 
has made, has been with 
regard to his purpose. He 
recognizes the worth of 
show records, for they 
give evidence of superior- 
ity. We know he recog- 
nizes good individuality, that he understands 
the value of blood lines. Blood lines not in 
the sense of families, as much as in regard 
to notable producers in a pedigree. To see 
his herd is to know how carefully he has 
made his selections. There are a number 
that may have been considered high priced, 
in the sense that he paid a premium over 
the general average of the sale. His cattle 
have likely cost him more money per head 
than the average breeder might feel he 
could afford to spend for foundation cattle. 
Yet, he has collected a herd of females that 
are a remarkably uniform lot of good typey 
individuals, excellently bred and producing 
regularly and satisfactorily. That was and 
is his purpose, and he has attained it to a 
degree. No, he isn’t through. No breeder 
can ever be through adding, unless, he is 
ready to go back. We think that as years 
pass, Winton Farm may purchase less fre- 
quently, but, we do expect that when they 
do add one, that the addition will be even 
better than their general average of the 
herd. 

Winton’s Aberdeen-Angus herd was 
founded in 1930, and how many “tops” have 
gone there since we are not certain. Win- 
ton is not a new farm, and for those who 
don’t know just where it is located we offer 
a few facts about the farm. 

“Winton” Farm is located in Amherst 
county, Virginia, on U. S. 29, adjoining the 
town of Clifford, and is part of a tract of 
land which was granted Col. Samuel Mere- 
dith for his services during the French and 
Indian war. He married Jane Henry, the 
sister of Patrick Henry, and built the house

and gave it the name “Winton” about 1772. 
He and his wife are buried on the place. 

The original house now forms part of the 
present house and the oak timber framing 
and sills are still as sound as ever. 

What is now known as “Winton” Farm 
is the home tract of the old plantation, and 
has been farmed continuously for profit 
since the Revolutionary war. 

Patrick Henry was a frequent visitor at 
“Winton”. His mother, 
Sarah Henry, lived 
there with her daughter 
and is also buried in 
the old cemetery. Tra- 
dition has it that Pat- 
rick Henry took refuge 
at “Winton” when Tar- 
leton’s troops’ raided 
Charlottesville and dis- 
persed the Virginia As- 
sembly then in session 
there. 

But let’s get back to 
the theme and Colonel 
Dillard’s purchases. 

Prior to the Interna- 
tional sale, Colonel Dil- 
lard told me that he 
wasn’t particularly in- 
terested in the sale cat- 
tle. He mentioned that 
he hoped the little Ed- 
wards Brothers heifer, 
Barbara Rose of Anoka 
12th would sell well. 
a Why? Sentiment, pos- 
sibly, for she was sired 
by Enfileen’s Bandolier 
: 2d, the top of the 1936 
International sale, and the herd sire at Win- 
ton Farm. Yet, he never made a bid on the 
heifer, for he has several daughters of the 
bull at the farm. One, whom I especially 
recall is Barbara of Winton, an almost du- 
plicate of the little half sister that Edwards 
Brothers offered in the sale and whom Mr. 
Otto G. Nobis of Davenport, Iowa, quickly 
added to his good herd. 

Colonel Dillard also expressed the desire, 
that Enfileen’s Bandolier 3d, a full brother 
to his herd sire, would prove attractive to 
the bidders at the International. Yet, he 
made no bids on this bull either. We make 
that statement knowing that, occasionally, 
and quite fairly too, a breeder who has a 
certain line of breeding, will make bids on 
an animal in an auction, which he doesn’t 
particularly need, yet, which he can use at 
a bargain price. Or, because of 
the breeding he wishes to uphold 
the prices on the particular strain. 
We consider that fair enough, pro- 
viding, of course, that the bidder 
actually pays for and buys the ani- 
mal if the auctioneer sells the 
animal at his last bid. However, 
there was no bid from Colonel Dil- 
lard on Enfileen’s Bandolier 3d, 
there was no need for any one to 
bring the price of the full brother 
up to standard, for Enfileen’s Ban- 
dolier 3d went to Cesor Farms, the 
newly founded herd of Mr. Charles

Revolution, in fact, we are certain that be- 
tore the auction was started, that Ever- 
green Lady T. 9th was on the list for addi- 
tion to Winton Farm. There were many 
others who wanted this heifer, most of them 
however noticed that Colonel Dillard was 
bidding on her and realized that she was 
Virginia bound. Yet, one gentleman, Mr. 
Frank Godchaux, had almost as great a 
desire to own her as did Colonel Dillard, 
and forced Winton Farm’s owner to pay 
$810.00 to take her to the Clifford, Virginia, 
tarm. And that’s the story of another “top” 
being in Virginia. 

One cther heifer presented the qualifica- 
tions for Winton. This was Blackbird of 
Sherwood, a daughter of Everald of Briar- 
cliff, the 1933 International junior champion 
bull. This May 1935 heifer has already 
produced two calves and has possibly calved 
by now to the service of Blackbird Bandolier 
ot Page, the great Edwards Brothers sire 
of champions. She was as typey and breedy 
appearing cow as we see, and should make 
a valuable addition. 


These two females will look well at Win- 
ton, but they will have company. For there 
may be some that are even better than 
either of them. We make that statement 
realizing that both Evergreen Lady T. 9th 
and Blackbird of Sherwood are top individ- 
uals, and yet it is just fair to the average 
of the Winton herd to mention the fact that 
there are many choice females and what 
we consider an outstanding bull, Enfileen’s 
Bandolier 2d, a son of Blackbird Bandolier 
of Page.

la a. For, Virginia, as a state, 
is a natural cattle section. The hills, fit 
for grazing more than any other thing, can 
best be used. The rivers and brooks, the 
mountains, the rather ideal climate, in fact, 
all natural resources are in favor of cattle. 

Breeding cattle has for years and years 
been one of Virginia’s chief businesses. It 
still is and we feel certain that the favor- 
able results that Virginians have had will 
continue to make it one of the chief in- 
ie about pure bred live stock? Is 
the present interest likely to cease? Are 
Virginia breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
over-enthusiastic? That’s the point we wish 
to bring out into discussion. Occasionally, 
we hear that the present seeming interest 
is merely a hobby, a plaything for a few 
years, something that is more likely than 
not to wear off and be forgotten. We dis- 
credit such statements, and feel that our 
doing so is justified by the facts that breed- 
ers such as are today in the business have 
too much at stake to let go what may be 
attained. Not necessarily from a financial 
standpoint, alone, although Virginia breed- 
ers have invested considerable money in 
good pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle. But 
we think their biggest stake, or investment, 
which they must protect, is their land hold- 
ings, their state as a whole. Live stock 
will build the state, and keep it in good re- 
pair. Permit the hills to be plowed and 
tilled for grain, take away the cattle and in 
but a few years, the Virginia farms will be- 
come waste land. Much of that can ke seen 
today in certain sections of Virginia as well 
as other states, both in the east and mid- 
west. 

But even more arguments can easily be 
advanced why Virginians are not too-much-

Mr. D. E. Wight, owner of Monocacy 
Farms at Frederick, writes that he has re- 
cently completed the sale of five head of 
breeding cattle to Mr. Herrera, of Havana, 
Cuba. 

Mr. Herrera is a former president of 
Cuba, and many of those present at the 1938 
Maryland Breeders’ Sale will recall seeing 
his interest in the sale cattle at that time. 

This sale has been “hanging fire” for 
some time as no boat has been operating 
from Baltimore to Cuba, but some other 
arrangement must have been made to enable 
shipping these cattle. 

Mr. Wight states in his letter that Mr. 
Herrera was much taken with Geneleric of 
Creswell, the bull that Mr. Wight with the 
assistance of Sam O’Sullivan, former Mono- 
cacy Farms Manager, selected at the 1937 
Virginia Breeders’ Sale. We quite agree for 
Geneleric is a good individual and the few 
calves that I have seen by him tend to in- 
crease one’s respect for the bull. But Mr. 
Wight would not price him and Mr. Herrera 
had to be satisfied with getting three 
heifers bred to Geneleric. 

The group of five head were made up of 
three heifers and two young bulls. One of 
the heifers was Elbella Mona, a May 1937, 
yearling daughter of King Monoc, a son of 
Revolution 16th, who is by Blackcap Revo- 
lution. The dam of Elbella Mona is Elba 
of Glencarnock 47th, who is sired by Ed- 
ward Glencarnock, who is also by Blackcap 
Revolution. Being safe in calf to Geneleric 
of Creswell, should make her a very attrac- 
tive investment. Next was Eurotia Mona a 
June 1936 heifer sired by Barth of Glencar- 
nock, a son of Evenuation of Page the 1930 
Internatonal grand champion bull. The dam 
of the second heifer, Eurotia Mona is Euro- 
tia of Glencarnock 7th and she is by Revo- 
lution 16th. Blackbird E. Mona, an October 
1936 daughter of Elrod of Glencarnock, who 
is by Eventuation of Page, completed the 
females. Her dam is a daughter of the 
Andelot Stock Farm sire, Revolution Black- 
cap who is by Revolution 7th, the 1937 
International grand champion.

CALF CREEPS... 


Most breeders realize the benefits from 
the use of a calf creep. In fact, most breed- 
ers use a calf creep, because it pays a profit. 

But there are a number of breeders who 
still do not avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to produce calves at more economical 
costs through the use of a calf creep. 

For the benefit of those who do not know 
of a calf creep, we wish to state that it is 
a small enclosure, placed in the pasture. It

is open to the calves and clo : 
dams. It need not be an Aon Sd fee 
enclosure. We would suggest placing it 
where it might have some shade. A few 
boards or even wire fence, might suffice to 
keep the cows out and still permit the calve 
to enter. A feed bunk should be these. 
Fresh feed should be supplied daily. Not 
much, but enough to teach the calves to 
start eating grain. As to what grain to use 
many mixtures can be successfully used. We 
suggest whole grains, possibly oats as the 
basis of the feed, a little corn and a little 
barley. 

Calves soon learn to eat the grain and 
will visit the creep several times daily. 
The pasture may be a little shorter than 
usual, yet these calves can and will do 
better. Their dams will have more time to 
graze and produce the milk for them. But 
the real benefit comes at weaning time, 
Creep-fed calves will more quickly forget 
about their milk. They will go right ahead 
without a comparative loss of weight. They 
may even be weaned at an earlier age. Their 
weight at weaning time will be several 
pounds heavier. In seasons where pastures 
are not as good, a calf may weigh more 
than a hundred and fifty pounds more at 
weaning age if creep-fed. 

How about the dams? If the calf is 
creep-fed and weaned earlier, two weeks or 
ten’ days, the cow has that much more time 
to put on a little extra flesh herself before 
again calving. The cows need not be fat, 
but should be in a good healthy condition 
and will produce better calves. 

We secured the accompanying picture 
from Mr. M. C. Sherman, owner of Ben- 
nett’s Point Farms at Queenstown, Mary- 
land. This is a really fine creep. It can 
be moved from pasture to pasture. At each 
end is the opening for the calves to enter. 
The center shows a roof, the grains are kept 
dry. The door that is seen is opened to 
enter, put the feed in the bunk and clean 
the creep. 

We don’t know the costs of such a creep, 
but feel certain that if you are interested in 
it, a letter to Mr. M. C. Sherman at Queens- 
town, Maryland, would soon get you an 
answer, with the desired information.

It is a fact admitted by all but College 
Professors, that as a group said Professors 
After a service of 
eighteen years in one of the largest Eastern 
Universities, with ten years of service to 
the Eastern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders As- 
sociation, 1 am encouraged to travel—tor 
physical and mental recreation—and have 
decided to combine pleasure and instruction. 

Really, methods of travel and time re- 
quired have been greatly improved during 
the last few years, and what could be more 
enticing than a study of conditions in the 
land where beef and dairy cattle are not 
only on farms that are side by side, but 
often both are found on the same farm and 
occasionally, horror of horrors, actually 
crossed. 

I have always claimed that good pastures 
are a prime necessity to successful beef cat- 
tle rearing. I would not, for a moment, be 
understood as meaning that good grazing 
conditions are not fundamental to all animal 
rearing on our farms in America, but it is 
here, in these islands, that one sees both 
brought well nigh to the peak of perfection. 
Not always an abundance of rain fall, but 
usually a good distribution, climate such 
that beef breeding animals and even cattle 
kept for maintenance purposes, may remain 
out the year ’round, an appreciation of the 
differences in quality in meat animals, and 
almost worship of things home produced, 
leading to the conclusion that any success- 
ful system with beef cattle must be accom- 
panied by a system of marketing—one could 
go on enumerating why this is a fine place 
in which to become intimately acquainted 
with some phases of the industry not suffic- 
iently appreciated in America. 

I landed in Southampton on October 12th 
and have spent about ten days in studying 
“pasture management”. I have purposely 
selected those words because I am more 
than ever convinced that it is in this, the 
American does not yet appreciate the pos- 
sibilities of green grass. Expensive fertil-

ization and expensive seeding are not al- 
ways necessary, and when they are applied, 
faulty management so frequently undoes 
the expected result. How well one of my 
good Devon friends phrased it the other 
day when I suggested that his pasture was 
too short, “When will you Americans learn 
that grass on the ground is not the aim, 
but grass in the beast.” The secret of their 
success seems to lie just there! One of the 
assistants in the Agricultural Ministry of 
Belfast said last Friday, “Our aim right 
now is to build up the live stock industry 
of Ulster, partly because we believe that if 
it is not kept up, one of our largest herit- 
ages, our pastures, will go back. I would 
say that fully 95% of the grazing land of 
North Ireland would be much better if there 
were more stock on it.” 

Furthermore, the pasture managers of 
these islands seem first to try to discover 
what his land needs most and then applies 
just that. Maybe it is lime. I am sur- 
prised to learn that it is much more often 
phosphatic manures, but rarely is it nitro- 
gen in any form. True, the good live stock 
man will have plenty of good farmyard 
manure but rarely does he apply it directly 
to pasture as we do in America. If he de- 
cides that a piece of grass has been “in lay” 
long enough to warrant the application of 
farm yard manure, he takes it from the pile 
which has been rotting during the summer,

This means that the rich man has become 
a scientist, he is planning to work out a 
mating program for these high class cattle, 
they are being cared for in a way that 
many breeders in this territory can not 
imagine. Look at the percentage of top 
quality cattle that can be produced under 
these circumstances, and you can readily 
see that in a few years there will be a 
better class of bulls and heifers available 
for breeding purposes. The smaller breed- 
ers will be able to supply the commercial 
men with a better grade of sire and it will 
improve the breed all down the line from 
the topmost individual down to the com- 
mercial feeder and breeders stock. ; 

In order to more clearly bring this 
thought to mind I suggest that you get out 
some of your old catalogs and see what the 
champion steers and bulls looked like thirty 
years ago, compare them with our top 
winning cattle of today. Thirty years from 
today who knows what the top animals 
will look like and how they will compare 
with our present day cattle. We have not 
yet reached the top of perfection in our 
championship winners, in fact, thirty years 
from now we will wonder why we thought 
they were so excellent. It will be like driv- 
ing your modern car and thinking about the 
first one you ever owned, how wonderful 
it was, such an achievement. You would 
not be seen in the contraption today, unless 
it was in a parade or an old settlers exhibi- 
tion. 

We should assist any man that is willing 
to group together the best cattle in the 
land, let him have the distinction of having 
them, for in the long run every breeder in 
this and other countries will profit by the 
benefit that will surely be derived from that 
massing of quality cattle. 

Let it no longer be said that they are hob- 
byists, let them be known as good samari- 
tans and improvers of the breed.

Minnesota’s Winter Shows. 

The 1939 Northwest School Farmer’s 
Week and Red River Valley Winter Shows 
will be held on the week of February 6th to 
10th at Crookston, Minnesota. 

The meetings this year mark the 29th 
anniversary of the founding of the Farmer’s 
Week and Shows. The success of these 
meetings through the years has been due to 
the fine cooperation of valley-wide organi- 
zations with the officials of the Northwest 
School of Agriculture, a subcollegiate unit 
of the University of Minnesota.

Cavalcade of Beef Breeds to Move on Golden Gate Exposition 


(By Walter Miller, Dept. Publicity) 

Early in the new year there will take 
place a mass formation of superlative herds 
of beef cattle for the march toward Treas- 
ure Island, the occasion being the World’s 
Fair Beef Cattle Show as the pivotal point 
in a circuit involving five winter expositions. 

This mass formation will embrace Here- 
fords, Shorthorns and Aberdeen-Angus from 
all the beef producing areas of the country. 
Ir it will be found virtually every collec- 
tion of show cattle that can add strength to 
the display of its breed and participate in 
distinctive winnings. No comparable move- 
ment has ever been undertaken in the his- 
tory of improved live stock in America. 

Through the cooperative effort of the 
various show managements harmonious 
dates have been arranged beginning at Den- 
ver on January 28th, from which point a 
number of herds will move to Ogden for the 
show opening there February 7th, and then 
all will converge on the Golden Gate for the 
Treasure Island show from February 18th 
to 28th after which some will head in the 
direction of Tucson for the show there on 
March 3d and still more will make their 
way to Fort Worth for the Southwestern 
Exposition and Fat Stock Show opening on 
March 10th. 

Prizes offered the three breeds on this 
circuit total $100,287, with interest center- 
ing on the Treasure Island show with its 
$70,000 in prize money, a sum made possi- 
ble through the generous attitude of the 
Golden Gate International officials and lib- 
eral appropriations by the three registry 
associations. The collective objective in 
breed promotion is to register a lasting im- 
pression upon the countless thousands of 
farm and ranch visitors to this series of 
shows in behalf of better cattle. In this 
sense it is the greatest single educational 
move yet undertaken by beef cattle im- 
provers. 

Beef cattle will enjoy the distinction of 
participating in the opening ceremonies of 
the World’s Fair at San Francisco. Simul- 
taneously, when the gates of the “Pageant 
of the Pacific” officially swing open, steers 
of the three breeds will battle for suprem- 
acy in the new coliseum erected expressly 
for the live stock events and accommodat- 
ing 8,500 visitors. The adjacent pavilion 
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for the housing of World’s Fair live stock 
will have a capacity of 2,000 head, measured 
in terms of cattle. 

Four of the nation’s most able adjudica- 
tors of beef form will arrange these enor- 
mous entries in the order of their individual 
excellence and every effort will be made to 
impart to visitors the reasons underlying 
the forward placings that the greatest edu- 
cational good may result. To observe the 
work of these men will in itself be enlight- 
ening, but that is not enough. The Golden 
Gate management will undertake a new ap- 
proach to deep ring side interest. Further- 
more, the National Live Stock and Meat 
Board of Chicago will present a display of 
beef carcasses and cuts of beef in a modern 
cooler while the beef show is in progress. 

John C. Burns will come from Ft. Worth 
te place the steers. In his selection the 
Golden Gate has procured the service of a 
man who enjoys the profound respect of the 
breeders and exhibitors in all three breeds. 
Backed by a lifetime of close contact with 
the beef cattle industry, Judge Burns is at 
the moment the senior trustee and general 
manager of the estate of the late Capt. S. 
B. Burnett, with a third of a million acres 
of land, twenty thousand head of range cat- 
tle and other holdings under his direction. 

California has been distinctly honored by 
supplying the Hereford judge, in the person 
of Alex McDonald of the University farm 
at Davis. Judge McDonald represents a 
rare combination of breeding, fitting and 
judging abilities, for three International 
grand champions in the fat bullock division 
have been the direct product of his art from 
breeding pasture to show arena. 

Professor W. L. Blizzard, Dean of the De- 
partment of Agriculture of the Oklahoma 
A & M College at Stillwater, will place the 
Shorthorns. Judge Blizzard is recognized 
as one of America’s foremost animal hus- 
bandry college heads, with his ability broad- 
ly respected and established throughout the 
realm of meat animals and draft horses. 
For years his college entries have been 
strong contenders and profuse winners in 
many of the country’s strongest competi- 
tions. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed will be led 
before the discerning eye of Dean H. H. Kil- 
dee, of the Iowa State College at Ames. In 


Judge Kildee the World’s Fair has com- 
manded the service of a man who today 
stands without a peer in type conferences 
which shape the destinies of many breeds. 
He enjoys the distinction of being sought 
with equal preference in beef, dairy, swine 
and draft horse rings. 

The steer show will be limited to singles 
and groups, rather than a carlot show. The 
judging and sale events will be held accord- 
ing to the following schedule: 

Saturday, February 18—Judging of Here- 
ford, Shorthorn and Aberdeen - Angus 
Steers 9 a. m. 

Monday, February 20—Judging of Here- 
ford, Shorthorn and Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing cattle 9 a. m. 

Tuesday, February 21—Judging of Here- 
ford, Shorthorn and Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing cattle 9 a. m. 

Wednesday, February 22—Judging of 
Hereford breeding cattle, sale of breeding 
Herefords 9 a. m. 

Thursday, February 23—Sale of fat steers 
10 a. m. Sale of breeding Shorthorns 2 p. m. 

Friday, February 24—Sale of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding cattle 2 p. m. 

San Francisco will be host to more cattle- 
men in February than at any time in its 
history, for the American National Live 
Stock Association has arranged to hold its 
annual convention for 1939 in the Palace 
Hotel on February 16th and 17th, conclud- 
ing its session in time to participate in the 
opening of the World’s Fair. This conven- 
tion will draw leaders in the commercial 
cattle industry from all beef making sec- 
tions of the United States. 

Commercial cattle producers will very 
definitely enter the picture for the Califor- 
nia Cattlemen’s Association will cooperate 
with the show management developing the 
educational aspects of the Beef Cattle Show, 
particularly as they relate to the improve- 
ment of the range herds of the country.

manding always nothing but outstanding 
bulls for the perpetuation of their herd.

Mr. H. B. Wyett, a Chicago resident, who 
has purchased Merry Mills farm at Cobham, 
Virginia, and plans to move there this year, 
was at the International seeking a bull for 
his new herd in Virginia. 

Both he and his nephew, Mr. Gordon, who 
manages the farm, were looking at all the 
bulls for sale. Mr. Wyett doesn’t care par- 
ticularly for an auction sale, and would have 
preferred to buy a bull at private treaty. 
And possibly that’s the reason that in 
studying the different sale bulls, he offered 
prior to the sale a much larger sum for 
Beacon of Bordulac, the double bred Revo- 
lution 100th bull that was consigned by 
Hanna Stock Farm. I was sorry, but knew 
without asking Mr. Hanna, that once in the 
sale, that would be where Beacon of Bor- 
dulac would be sold. Mr. Wyett stayed 
with the bidding for the Hanna Stock Farm 
bull for quite a while, but noticed that he 
no more than bid when L. R. Kershaw, of 
Muskogee, Oklahoma, added another twen- 
ty-five dollars. I knew, too that Mr. Ker- 
shaw wanted the bull, and I doubt if two 
or three hundred more dollars would have 
changed the eventual ownership of the bull. 

But, failing to get him, Mr. Wyett select- 
ed another choicely bred bull. This one was 
Blackcap Bando, a bull bred and owned by 
Wildwood Farms at Lake Orion, Michigan. 
Blackcap Bando is excellently bred, being 
sired by Bandolier of Anoka, junior cham- 
pion at the 1931 International. More, Ban- 
dolier of Anoka was sired by Blackbird 
Bandolier of Page, who sired Bandolier of 
Anoka 6th, the 1937 International grand 
champion, who now heads the Brandy Rock 
Farm herd at Brandy, Virginia. 

That about accounts for the sire side of 
the pedigree, and the dam side is equally 
attractive. For Blackcap Lady Mary, dam 
of Blackcap Bando was sired by Quality 
Marshall, the 1926 International grand 
champion, son of Earl Marshall.

supplements horses in the performance of 
the regular farm duties.” 

Other feeders might be interested to know 
that in the Hinkhouse operations chopped 
fodder is used for the starting roughage 
when cattle are put on feed in the fall, 
while cattle started in the spring are given 
ensilage. Hay is included in the ration only 
during the first half of the feeding period. 
Chopped corn provides the grain concen- 
trate while tankage, oil meal and other sup- 
plements are used at different times during 
the feeding period.

nine bulls and five heifers. Almost as soon 
as they arrived in Oklahoma Mr. Kershaw 
wrote this office stating that these calves 
were the best headed bunch he had purchas- 
ed for a long time and was exceptionally 
well pleased with the old bull.

Through these well organized, well adver- 
tised, well managed sales, confidence of the 
utmost value is established for any breed of 
live stock. Aberdeen-Angus breeders are 
to be congratulated upon their insistance on 
fair and honorable dealings through the 
auction ring. Were they to allow sharp 
practices of any nature to creep into the 
auctions the breed would all too soon lose 
its popularity and the breeders suffer as 
a result. One sharper could do more to 
disturb the well being of all other breeders 
than one can easily realize. So it behooves 
us all to loyally support the system and to 
insist that every possible act be done to 
make the business stable, and to elevate the 
public auction system to a still higher level. 

There is one thing we can and should do 
with more punctuality and that is in the 
matter of transfer, for both public and

Farmers Elevator Company, Moorhead, 
Minnesota, was indeed happy when a calf 
which he had supplied from his herd was 
made grand champion over all 
breeds in the 4-H division of the 
North Dakota state fair. When 
asked something about the breed- 
ing of the calf Mr. Goldberg wrote: 
“This steer was calved on June 20, 
1937, and his dam was Favorite 
Marshall 20th 522675 a cow that 
had been bred by Thomas Hender- 
son. She was a daughter of the 
famous bull Heather Brook Prince 
4th 512139 and he was by Middle- 
brook Prince 33d. The second dam 
was Favorite Marshall 13th 522651 
and she was a daughter of Entrail 
Marshall 2d 418810 who was a son 
of Earl Marshall.” Alan H. Cory, 
Harwood, North Dakota, who is 
shown holding this straight lined 
bullock is the son of one of the 
good farmers in the great cattle 
state of North Dakota. Concerning 
this calf Alan has written: “To be- 
gin with this was a very fine type 
of Aberdeen-Angus calf. I bought 
him the 15th of January, 1938. I fed him a 
mixed ration of one-third corn and _ two- 
thirds oats, this was ground not too fine. I 
gave him all he would eat three times a day, 
one-fourth pound of linseed oil meal each 
morning and each night, mixed in the feed. 
For roughage he got alfalfa hay, a little 
millet hay and corn fodder to give a variety. 
He would eat some grass when out for 
exercise. This calf weighed 910 pounds 
gross when I sold him. His net weight was 
891 pounds and he sold at thirty cents per 
pound, netting $267.30. I think regular 
feeding, good care and keeping the animal 
quiet and contented has a lot to do with 
getting him to put on weight—as well as 
proper feed. The only commercial feed I 
used was the oil meal, the rest of the feed

The main thing is to 
see to it that the calf is kept comfortable, 
given plenty exercise, and given all the 
wholesome farm grown grains he will eat at 
regular hours. Good clean water is as essen- 
tial as any one other factor. Naturally a 
champion must come from a well establish- 
ed line of good producing ancestors and that 
is why the boys and girls are constantly 
looking for the better quality and better 
type calves and only too frequently insist on 
taking the tops out of a season’s crop. 
Thanks Alan, your good letter may be the 
means of helping some other boy or girl do 
a better job of feeding and fitting.

7 
Yes, there is another important factor a 
very important matter—Quality. It is a 
foregone conclusion that any breed advances 
in popularity only in accordance with the 
quality of the cattle offered.

‘then we are all looking toward the improve- 


ment of our herds and that is the very rea- 
son why we attend these public auctions 
where we may have an opportunity to see 
and inspect the individual lots on offer. 
This brings forward another question, 
What is a bull worth? Numerous ele- 
ments enter into an answer to this question. 
First what sort of a herd of breeding fe- 
males have you? What are their flagrant 
faults, if any, or even what are the minor 
defects you desire to correct—these are the 
elements that make one bull worth more 
than another to the constructive breeder, A 
bull well grounded in reliable reproductive 
qualities is worth all you can stretch your 
purse to cover. The matter of a few extra 
dollars means nothing at all—of course 
there are times when one cannot meet the 
competition—but on the other hand when a 
bull meets your needs and he comes from a 
dependable line of breeding there can be no 
set value placed upon him either at private 
or public treaty. The man who buys and 
uses the bull that can be purchased at or 
near market values will remain in that 
class as long as he uses that sort of a bull. 
The serious part of securing a poor bull is 
the fact that his daughters will invariably 
be retained and it will require just that 
many more years of careful building to 
overcome what can be torn down in one sea- 
son through the use of an inferior bull. 


The sales listed so far this season will 
bring to the buying public many of the top 
bulls of the breed as well as a vast number 
of top females. The Journal would suggest 
that every person interested in procuring 
or attending any of these auctions make 
application for the catalogs, study the tabu- 
lations, then attend as many of the sales as 
possible and see for yourself just what the 
public demands.
